Deep Run hit the jackpot last 
week with two hunts, perfect hunt- 
ing weather and foxhounds that ran 
like greyhounds. 

The first hunt was held on Wash- 
ington’s Birthday and after a slight 
delay because of frozen ground, the 
field led by Dr. Shield moved off at 
10:30 with the line laid over the 
University Course. Hounds worked 
with such perfection that no time 
was lost at any of the checks for 
stragglers and ‘‘Keep moving’ was 
the order of the day. 

At the start the master told the 
small field that the usual formalities 
would be dispensed with and for 
each man to ride his own line. Dr. 
Shield led the field not only over the 
drag line, but took in a few inno- 
vations of his own; such as, a slide 
down a fifteen foot perpendicular 
bank, Italian style. 

Going was very heavy and two 
horses left shoes in the mud, but 
the hunt generally was the best of 
the season to date. 

On Saturday Dr. Shield headed a 
field of nineteen which encountered 
heavy going over the Broad Street 
Course, but again Hounds fulfilled 
everything that was asked of them 
and furnished fine sport. 

Julia Adams, one of the younger 
riders, was knocked unconscious at 
a post-and-rail near Pilgrim’s, her 
horse landing on top of the fence 
after having difficulty in sucking out 
of deep mud. After regaining con- 
sciousness, she was shipped home by 
motor. 

The Broad Street Course is long 
and the final cast at the end of the 
Westwood Golf Course found a di- 
minished field, but Tom Watson, 
Arthur Miller, of the Rappahannock 
Hunt, and Brooke Miller took on the 
final post-and-rail abreast. 

Drs. John Mortimer Hughes and 
James Asa Shield, Joint Masters of 
the Deep Run Hunt, have issued in- 
vitations to the Virginia Military 
Institude Hunt Club to hunt with 
the Deep Run pack at a drag hunt on 
Saturday, March 9th at 3 o'clock. 

Last year 75 or more automobiles 
filled with spectators followed the 
hunt and were impressed by the 
spectacle of scarlet blending with the 
gray uniforms of the cadets.

On Thursday, February 22nd, 
Hounds met at Dr. Flynn’s on the 
Newark Road at 11:00 o’clock. The 
weather had turned colder. on 
Wednesday, and under a thin skim 
of mud, induced by a warm sun, 
the ground was hard and _ cold. 
Hounds were taken up the hill to 
the first covert, which was drawn 
in a westerly direction. With a lovely 
burst of music, they found deep in 
covert and pressing their fox closely 
for fifteen minutes, accounted for 
him in Mr. Alfred Bissell’s barnyard. 
This fox proved to have mange, and 
consequently regrets over the short 
run were alleviated by the knowledge 
that a menace to fox hunting had 
been eliminated. Hounds were then 
hunted back to the Limestone Road 
without success and were taken into 
Mr. Ross’s farm. The coverts on 
each side of Mr. Ross’s stables were 
drawn blank, and it was not until 
Hounds had moved into the bottom 
land near the swamp that a fox was 
unkennelled. This fox ran in a south- 
easterly direction, and for a minute 
appeared to be swinging right-hand- 
ed, so as to carry Hounds over Mr. 


Ross’ meadows. Disappointingly 
enough, he went lefthanded, passing 
Mr. Donald Welles’ barn, and back 


into covert. 


Hounds hunted diligently but 
could not own the line for any leng- 
th of time. 


About 2:30 Huntsman Carver 
took Hounds back to Workhouse 
Woods where the best sport of the 
afternoon was enjoyed in a run of 
forty minutes under considerably 
better scenting conditions to end 
a most enjoyable holiday hunt. 


Any deficiencies in the intangible 
qualities that produce good scenting 
conditions, which existed on Thurs- 
day, were made up tenfold on Satur- 
day, February 24th. There was a 
damp wind blowing from the south- 
east when Hounds moved into the 
valley at Dennison’s at 1:00 o’clock 
and the ground had softened and 
warmed since Thursday. At two 
minutes past one, a fox was viewed 
streaking up the hill to the south 
and Hounds, moving as one, were 
on him immediately.

The American red fox is usually 
reddish yellow color with the hinder 
part grizzled, throat and under parts 
white. There is a cross fox which 
has a transverse dark stripe across 
the shoulders and another down the 
middle of the back. The tail is dark- 
er than the red fox while the legs, 
muzzle and under parts are nearly 
completely black. 

The reds are bolder than the gray 
and hunt over a greater territory. 
The gray will also climb a tree to 
escape Hounds, and can eat persim- 
mons and grapes. The red _ foxes 
never climb trees. Gray foxes run a 
short distance before Hounds, doubl- 


ling constantly, when they either
